In the last number of The Pacific Churchman | 
spoke of the Bishop of Nassau’s address at Chicago 
and the striking and illuminating thought which he 
gave in regard to prayer when he said that he had 
found in prayer a way by which a person could be in 


two places at the same time. It was not only the 
Bishop’s word but many other things which led me 
to say to the clergy on my return from the East that 
two things were constantly brought to my attention. 
One was this matter of the power of prayer. The other 
was the Church’s Mission, with the very deepened con- 
viction as to its importance. There can be no adequate 
Christian life without a profound concern for the 
spread of the gospel. There can be no really fruitful 
ministry, though preaching be brilliant and congrega- 
tions good, without a growing sense of responsibility 
for the spread of the gospel and that means for our 
clergy, as for our parishes, concern for the program 
of our own Church here in America. There can be no 
really rich and abundant parish life unless the minis- 
try of the Church to the world has a big part in it. 


I bring together these two things again for the peo- 
ple of the Diocese. Give to the missionary work; give 
to the Church’s Program; pray for the Church’s Pro- 
gram. Let us feel that we are a company in the army 
of the Lord which is really fighting valiantly. 


A group of ministers has asked that the people and 
churches of the bay region offer prayers for the speedy 
and just settlement of the waterfront strike. I hope, if 
the strike has not been settled before this appears, 
that our people will co-operate. 


As we approach Thanksgiving this year and think 
of the way in which through our country as a whole 
conditions have been improving, of the way in which 

we have gone through a trying elec- 
Thanksgiving tion campaign with much bitterness 

in it but in the end with perfect ac- 
ceptance of the democratic way of doing it, as we 
think of our own blessings here in California in our 
fruitful and beautiful land, as we think of all these 
things we can say: “Thank God for our blessings,” 
and rejoice in all that He has given us. 


But we can not do that without a sound inward 
wrench, a kind of gasp for breath, a kind of sense of 
something wrong when we look out into other parts 
of the world and see the terrors and horrors to which 


others are subject. We could find much misery in our 
own land. There is plenty of it—muore than enough to 
shame us—but it is nothing compared with such mis- 
ery as in war-torn Spain today. Nor, in spite of the 
possible danger of our being dragged into war, hav- 
we any such sense of the immanence and terror of 
it as one would find in Europe today or over Eastern 
Asia. And as one thinks of all these things one realizes 
the truth of the President’s suggestion that our bless- 
ings carry with them responsibilities. Let us do all in 
pF nang to make our own nation a land of justice, 
of liberty and of peace and to bring it to a fuller real- 
ization of its responsibility toward the rest of the 
world. Let us pray for our own land and for other 
lands; let us pray that God will restrain the men of 
evil ambition and guide and strengthen the men of 
good will throughout the world. 


That brings me to Christmas and about it I have 
but a few words to say. There have been few times 
when the message of peace is more needed than today. 

: We can not individually do very much 
Christmas about it but we can be men of good will. 
We can pray. We can support causes that 
make for tage We can do much to help a right spirit 
toward other nations. We can help in the causes that 
make for peace—limitation of armament, arbitration, 
the development of international institutions like the 
World Court and League of Nations. For all these 
things we can pray and work, believing that it is God’s 
on aa the message of the angels be realized upon 
earth.

The Archdeacon’s Letter 
To the Readers of The Pacific Churchman: 


Dear friends, I send you Christmas greetings and 
wishes for a very happy new year. 

I think it is well once again to introduce myself to 
the Diocese and to the Church people, for I find that 
many are still ignorant of the many important duties 
of an Archdeacon. On the other hand, there are those 
who enlighten me with their superior knowledge of 
the duties of my office. From the information sent me 
by a learned gentleman I discover than when a Bishop 
found his duties too heavy and burdensome he ap- 
pointed certain clergy to accompany him and that 
these came to be known as Archdeacons. Bye and bye 
the Bishops found other uses for Archdeacons and as- 
signed them the task of inspecting Church buildings, 
schools and other property, and to inquire into the 
spiritual needs and provisions in the parishes and to 


report thereon to the Bishop. So it came that Arch- 


deacons were known as the eyes of the Bishop. Now, 
since an Archdeacon had to travel around a good deal, 
a fee was required of the parish visited—to meet the 
cost of entertaining him and maintaining his horse. 
That is why some clergy think there should be a guest 
room in the rectory. - 

It is reported that the people of a parish welcomed 
the visit of the Archdeacon because they liked to have 
the Bishop’s eye notice that their church and property 
were all in good condition. They also acquired the 
habit of putting up to him the solving of their difficult 
parochial problems. 

Bishop Porter, formerly Archdeacon of our Dio- 
cese, has been amusing himself by looking up the 
duties of a Bishop and while doing so he discovered 
that a council of the Church in 506 “Declares that 
the clergy who suffer their hair to grow shall be 
shaved even against their will by order of the Arch- 
deacon, and enjoins them to have their shoes and 
clothes suitable to their condition.” I don’t write this 
in order to frighten the clergy but just to explain why 
I am thinking of joining the barbers’ union. 

Many clergy of the Diocese have taken part in the 
two-day missions of the National Preaching Mission 
and I have heard that at least two of our laywomen 
were at two places each. The mission is not over until 
the parishes have held their eight-day preaching mis- 
sions. The friendships developed among ministers of 
various churches is one of the choice fruits of the mis- 
sion. This alone would justify the national effort. In 
addition, the thousands who have heard the appeal 
for a reaffirmation of their faith in Christ and have 
answered it, justify the hopes and expectations of 
those who planned the mission.

National Preaching Mission 


As a part of the program of the National Preaching 
Mission, Miss Muriel Lester of Kingsley House, Lon- 
don, England, made an address on “Labels,” to a con- 
gregation of women that filled the nave and most of 
the choir of the Cathedral on Monday afternoon, No- 
vember 9. Her voice clearly reached the large as- 
semblage and brought to them with telling effect her 
message of the need of greater understanding among 
nations and men and the unchristian habit of labeling 
and condemning, of which the world is still guilty 
after centuries of Christian teaching. 


The annual armistice service on November 8, at 


4:00 o’clock in the afternoon, was the most success- 


ful that has been held in the Cathedral. The nave was 
filled with representatives of many wars and several 
nations. The British consul-general, Mr. A. C. Charl- 
ton, was present and several organizations which had 
not before been represented were in attendance. Choral 
evensong was sung, with Shelley’s “Hark, Hark My 
Soul” as the offertory. The altar flowers were given by 
veterans in memory of “fathers and buddies.” The 
sermon by the Rev. Harold S. Brewster, rector of St. 
James Parish, San Francisco, was a moving appeal 
for world peace. 


A Quiet Day of Prayer

kept annually on Armistice Day by the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary all over our own land and in our Church mis- 
sions, was observed again this year at the Cathedral,

“The Church Through Half a Century.” Essays in 
honor of William Adams Brown, by former students.

When one peruses the list of former students of 
the great teacher at Union Seminary one suspects that 
they have turned out a great book. Centering their in- 
terests around a specific theme, these students have 
treated the history of the Church during the fifty years 
of Dr. Brown’s teaching career from their own points 
of view. The subjects cover every conceivable ap-

“Varieties of American Religion.” Edited by Charles 
S. Braden. Willett, Clark; $2. 

This symposium came to be in this way: The editor, 
who teaches the history and literature of religion at 


Northwestern University, asked seventeen devotees of 


the seventeen outstanding varieties of American re- 
ligion to tell what they consider the goal of religion 
and to describe their way of reaching it. Seven va- 
rieties of Christianity—Mormonism, Unity, Christian 
Science, Ethical Culture, Humanism, Spiritualism, 
Theosophy—and the three great branches of Judaism 
are covered. At first sight the volume is disappointing; 
it does not seem to deal adequately with any religious 
system. With careful reading, however, the book turns 
out to be uniquely significant in current religious lit- 
erature. It deals with the very crux of the religious 
problem, which is salvationism. In other words, it is 
not just another descriptive textbook in the field of 
comparative religion but a study that gets down to the 
practical and essential problem of the survival value 
of religion. In all probability, the most important ele- 
ment in the success of any religion is an effective tech- 
nique of salvation in some sense of the term. A re- 
ligion that fails is one that has ceased to offer human- 
ity a redemptive way of life. As might be imagined, 
the book presents most of the ways of salvation known 
to the world of religions. Bishop George Craig Stewart 
contributes a chapter and puts the historic Christian 
philosophy and method of salvation into these words: 
‘The Christian, then, thinks of God, believes in God, 
worships God and achieves conscious communion 
with God in terms of Christ, sub specie Christi, and 
the supreme goal of the Christian religion is identifi- 
cation with him.”—-James M. Malloch. 


“Indian Thought and Its Development,” by Albert 
Schweitzer. Holt; 1936. 


Schweitzer has long been convinced that there is no 
hope for civilization unless humanity as a whole be 
motivated by a view of life which he calls world and 
life affirmation. If life be found to be worth living in 
and for itself there is thus a reasonable basis for ethi- 
cal living and hope for mankind. This, his latest book, 
on the development of Indian thought, is an investiga- 
tion of the contrary point of view, world and life ne- 
gation, which has characterized Hindu thinking for 
about 2500 years. His ability as a philosophy critic 
makes him easily at home in the entanglements and 
subtlety of Oriental ideas. Recognizing the capacity of 
the Hindu to carry water on both shoulders, Schweit- 
zer succeeds in showing that, while philosophy of 
despair persists till today through heresy and change, 
still there does exist side by side with the negative a 
taggin world and life affirmation.’This is evidenced 

y_a practical ethic in modern Hinduism which can 
only spring from some definite conviction about the 
reality and worth-whileness of this present order. It js 
clearly educed that the world’s thought life is enriched 
by such contributions of Hindu experience as the 
Ahimsa commandment (and its reverence for life) and 
the mystical passion for God. The book is a great ad- 
dition to the field of comparative religion and is ad- 
mirable in its clarity in an otherwise confusing me-
